As yet only the bald outline of the 
plan to control prices has been made 
public. The details have still to be 
worked out. What these will be can- 
not yet be known, even to the cabinet 
or to the officials who will have to 
operate the machinery, much less to the 
public, 

It is easy to say a “ceiling” is to 
be put on prices;aind on wages as a nec- 
essary complement. In practice there 
will have to be a ceiling for each com- 
modity, and the prices of all commodi- 
ties cannot have been exactly in line 
during the base period. In wage-con- 
trol there also will have to be consider- 
ation to those who were getting less 
during that period than they should 
have been getting in relation to the in- 
comes of other classes. 

These are matters which will have 
to be adjusted, and they can only be 
adjusted into the general scheme by 
patient industry on the part of those 
who will have charge of the administra- 
tion. Moreover, the process of adjust- 
ment will have to be more or less con- 
tinuous. Production costs of certain 
classes of goods may be widely affected 
by the commandeering of materials, 
and new kinds of materials, for war 
work; widely enough affected that 
price ceilings will have to be changed 
and some wage ceilings also. 

How any control plan will work 
must depend on how it is operated. A 
well-managed poor plan can be infin- 
itely better and more satisfactory than 
a poorly managed good plan. For the 
time the public are asked to accept the 
principle that price-control is needed, 
and that to effect price-control there 
must be also wage-control. The prin- 
ciple is sound. The rest is a matter of 
putting the right men in charge of the 
complicated task of applying # fair- 
ly, fearlessly and without favor. 


They Are Back At Work 


The cost of extending relief in Ed- 
monton during September was less than 
a third of the cost for September of last 
vear, while number of persons re- 
ceiving relief was less than a quarter 
of the number a year ago. City cases 
numbered 658 in September last, com- 
pared with 3,637 in September, 1940. 
The city’s share of the costs was $4,- 
819, against $15,548 for the correspond- 
ing month last year. 

In the apportionment of relief costs 
between the federal, provincial and 
municipal treasuries, the 20 per cent 
the city was called on to provide was 
estimated to be about equal to the re 
lief the city would ordinarily have to 
extend to persons who are incapable of 
earning, which is always a municipal 
responsibility. The figures suggest 
that 80 far as the city is concerned un- 
employment relief has ceased to be a 
financial burden, and that the money 
now spent goes to the support of indi- 
gents, not to the relief of distress due 
to lack of employment, 

It is ten years since so favorable a 
Situation last existed. At long last we 
are approximately back to “normal” in 
the matter of unemployment and un- 
employment relief.

One other point is worth noting. 
During the darkest of the depression 


years, when thousands in the city were 
unemployed and relief costs ran to such 
proportion that a large percentage of 
the money had to be borrowed, the 
charge was sometimes made that many 
persons were on relief because they 
were not willing to work. But the fig- 
ures show that these alleged slackers 
are now working. That puts the charge 
of unwillingness out of court, so far as 
regards any great proportion of the un- 


employment cases. Those who were 
then idle are now supporting them- 


selves. The conclusion is plain. They 
were idle because they could not find 
jobs, not because they did not want to 
work, 


Glory — And Folly 


The new booklet telling of the oper- 
ations of the R.A.F. in the early 
months of the war, and summarized in 
despatches, makes mixed reading.

is little satisfaction in these chronicles 
of error, and can be no profit in stirring 
up controversy about them. General 
Gamelin, it appears, wanted to fight 
only on the defensive, and as he was in 
supreme command his will was law. 
British bombers were not allowed to at- 
tack troop concentrations in Germany, 
lest the luftwaffe make reprisals. They 
were not even permitted to blast Italian 
bases after Mussolini struck his assas- 
sin’s dagger in the back of crippled 
France. 

The whole course of the war might 
have been different had “the few" but 
valiant fliers been allowed to smash the 
Nazi and Fascist bases in time. That 
melancholy reflection pertains to the 
unchangeable past. France has paid an 
awful price for the delusion that victory 
could be won by defensive tactics, and 
that the enemy would respond to hu- 
mane forbearance. Its people are learn- 
ing in suffering, humiliation, wrongs 
and misery that Hitlerism is something 
that has to be smashed and can be 
neither appeased nor endured. The soul 
of France is recovering from stupor, 
and Frenchmen will yet break the fet- 
ters that have been rivetted upon them 
by gangsters and traitors,

This latter suggestion was made in a 
speech, August 11, by Joan de Amaral, a 
member of the Portuguese mission and 
deputy in Portugal, In reply to American 
comments that the Azores Island might 
have to be seized by the United States, he 
said that if Portugal had to give up any 
territory, only Brazil could have it. 

This brings about a peculiar situation: 

Brazil, in possession of the Azores and 
having nothing with which to defend 
them, would automatically demand and 
enjoy the protection of the United States 
fleet and army. 

Great Britain would have to respect 
the cession in view of British dependence 
upon the United States in matters of 
supply, 

Germany would be cut off from the 
Azores, even if by chance she seized Por- 
tugal, since to challenge Brazil is to im- 
mediately challenge the United States, 
whatever that is worth. 

Spain’s little Caudillo, Francisco 
Franco, cannot claim the Azores after 
Brazil has seized them, even if egged on 
by Germany, because this also challenges 
the United States,
